The governor made this statement:. 
"1 have carefully, read the medical 


testimony in this case, bearing upon 
the mental condition of Soloy at the 
time, of the commission of the crime, 
and have reached the conclusion that' 
he has the physical deformities of an 
idiot and the mental defects of an im- 
becile, and when excited by drink or 
emotion, has little, if any, mental 
control of his actions. There is grave 
doubt in my .mind whether or not at 
the .time of the commission of 
the 


crime Soloy has sufficient mental pow- 
er to dfetinguis-h between right and- 
wrong, and for this -reason, in. my 
judgment, he should not suffer/ the 
extreme penalty of the law. 


The judge who presided at the trial, 


the prosecuting 
attorney, 11 of the 


jurors, city and county officials, have 
all joined in a request, tnat 
Soloy's 


life may be spared. .Sentence is com- 
muted to life imprisonment.. 


Soloy is 22 years old. He boarded 


at the same place as did Verona Var- 
ga, a 14-year-old girl, and her father. 
He never made love to the child, but 
often walked with her to where -her 
father, worked, or to-^chflo 
ing house owner decided'to quit keep- 
ing boarders and told Soloy to get a 
new home." He thought she was try- 
ing to separate him from the girl.
